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The Royal Borough of Greenwich 
has joined local campaigners in 
welcoming a High Court ruling that 
the planned shake-up of local health 
services was “unlawful”. 

The propsals to cut maternity and A&E 
services at Lewisham hospital followed 
the South London Healthcare Trust being 
put into adminstration. 

But the judge, Mr Justice Silber, ruled 
the measures should never have been 
recommended in the first place. 

The Department of Health immediately 
announced it would appeal the decision. 

Concerns were initially raised at a 
series of public meetings last year, when 
Matthew Kershaw, the South London 
Healthcare Trust administrator first 
proposed the plans. 

Responding to the court ruling, Cllr 
Chris Roberts, leader of the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich said: “Along with 
local residents, the council was very 
concerned as to whether there would be 
sufficient capacity at Queen Elizabeth 
hospital to cope with the extra demand 
that would have arisen as a result of

Over-the-top traffic calming 
is a sign of our times 


THIS photo of a new traffic 
calming island in Ormiston 
Road, SE10, shows an extreme 
example of street sign clutter. Is 
this the most over-the-top traffic 
calming eyesore anywhere in the 
Royal Borough of Greenwich? 
The seven foot width restriction 
sports no less than two islands, 
six posts, four lights, two 
bollards (striped) and twelve 
separate signs: a different set of 
signs/notices from those shown 
in the photo can be seen on the 
opposite side of the restriction. 
All this in a quiet residential 
road where most people have 
had no serious concerns about 
traffic. The council’s stated 
reason for the works is to deter 
heavy lorries speeding past 
Halstow school in the next road. 
But since traffic still passes 
the school from many other 
approaches, this seems doomed 
to failure. Our main grief is 
that, although some form of 
consultation was carried out, 
we were never shown a final

design. It is difficult to believe 
anyone could have agreed to the 
finished construction had they 
seen it in advance - even those 
few households in Ormiston 
Road who voted in favour of the 
proposed restriction (we are told 
it was 11). Might we ask those 
in charge if they considered 
the following advice from the 
Department of Transport? ‘For 
new schemes, the aim should 
be to avoid clutter. Authorities 
should consult fully on the 
details of sign design so that 
residents can comment on their 


appropriateness and placing.’ 

We hope this is not the start 
of a trend with similar eyesores 
going up elsewhere.

the proposals to close the A&E at 
Lewisham. 

“We welcome the fact that the planned 
merger of the Queen Elizabeth and 
Lewisham hospitals will still go ahead, 
as will the measures to write off a large 
part of the trust’s debt. We now look 
forward to working with the government, 
local clinicians and our local community 
in order to ensure that residents can 
continue to access the health services 
that they need and deserve.” 

However, a Department of Health 
spokesman stated they were considering 
their options following the judge’s 
decision. 

He said, “This judgment applies to one 
aspect of a package of changes which we 


believe are in the best long-term interests 
of patients and the public across south 
east London.” 

“As it stands, the South London 
Healthcare NHS Trust has been running 
at a loss of about £lmillion a week - 
money that has to be diverted from 
frontline patient care. We expect to 
continue other elements of that package 
of changes, including the dissolution 
of the South London Healthcare NHS 
Trust, planned for October 1. 

“Experience in south-east London 
certainly suggests that it can be 
necessary for changes to be made at 
more than one trust in order to find 
a sustainable service model. That’s 
why we are appealing the decision, 
and considering our further options 
carefully.”

Queen's award for

Accolade for borough's role in London Olympics 


THE people of Royal Greenwich have 
been given a prestigious award to

New workshops help pupils move to big school

THOUSANDS of 11-year- 
olds are getting a helping 
hand with the A-Z of 
secondary school before 
the start of the new term 
next month. 

As they leave the cosy 
familiarity of their primary 
school and friends, they will 
suddenly become the newest 
and youngest in a new school, 
with different teachers 
for different subjects, and 
expected to take on more 
responsibility for themselves. 

The royal borough’s 
secondary schools already 
hold familiarisation days 
over the summer holidays, so 
new pupils can get an idea of 
what to expect. New this year 
are workshops run by the 
royal borough to give pupils 
a better idea of how to cope 
with the new challenges and 
demands on them. About 40 
children whose teachers felt 
they would benefit the most 
were invited to take part.

“It’s good because I’ve been 
making friends with some

Paul’s like me.” And Denise 
Adabra, 11, from Thamesmead 
said: “We had a competition 
to make a radio advert 
about why it’s good to go to 
secondary school, and I won 
it.”

No food 

Restaurateur banned and fined 


RESTAURATEUR Ademola Dairo 
from Thamesmead has been fined 
a total of £7,000 for food hygiene 
offences, and banned from managing 
a food business again. 

Dairo, who ran the now closed Marble 
restaurant in Anglesea Road, Woolwich, 
was also ordered to do 300 hours unpaid 
community work for trying to operate 
his premises as a nightclub without a 
licence. Magistrates at Bromley also 
ordered him to pay £5,000 costs after the 
case was brought by the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich. 

Dairo had denied seven food hygiene 
offences and another seven for selling 
alcohol without a licence, but was found 
guilty on every count. 

The court heard that health inspectors 
found the premises were not kept clean, 
there was no hot running water for the 
kitchen sink or for washing hands. There 
was no pest control or hazard procedures 
in place, which had resulted in a mouse

infestation, the hearing was told. Police 
and licensing officers had paid several 
visits to the restaurant following claims 
that Dairo was opening beyond permitted 
hours and was selling alcohol without a 
licence. 

They found menus for alcoholic 
drinks in a basement bar. On another 
visit, licensing officers found a singer 
performing live music in the basement, 
again without a licence. 

The court heard that both the police 
and the council had sent Dairo numerous 
warnings reminding him that he was 
not licensed to sell alcohol or provide 
regulated entertainment, but he ignored 
them. He had also been cautioned in 2008 
for unauthorised activities that needed a 
licence.

hygiene concerns. He was convicted in 
2011 for six food hygiene offences. 

Dairo, defending himself, told the court 
he was a victim of circumstances and had 
come to this country to work and never 
claimed benefits. He said that he believed 
in hard work and had got the restaurant 
in 2005 and had no problems to date. 

In sentencing him, the magistrates 
stated they felt that there was a clear 
health risk if people ate at his restaurant. 
They said he was not a fit and suitable 
person to hold a personal licence which 
allowed him to supply alcohol or manage 
a food business and ordered his personal 
licence to be forfeited and prohibited him 
from managing any food business. 

They heard he owned several residential 
premises and allowed him three months 
to get his assets in order so he could pay 
the fines and costs. 


Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member responsible 
for environmental health, told GT: 
“We will not hesitate to prosecute any 
food business which deliberately and 
persistently ignores advice on hygiene, 
and put their customers’ health at risk. 

“The court has handed out a severe 
penalty to this persistent offender. 
Food business owners or managers can 
get free advice at any time from the 
royal borough’s environmental health 
commercial and licensing teams to help 
them run their businesses safely and 
legally.” 

A police spokesman said: “This result 
is good example of the effective working 
relationship between ourselves and 
partners in the royal borough and 
demonstrates a joint determination 
to ensure good customer safety when 
visiting licensed premises.”

Little 
Holly Vowles, five, 
sat behind the 
wheel of a police 
van and enjoyed 
putting on the 


blue light while five-year-old 
Isabella Trinh made friends with 
Chloe the clown. Three-year-old 
Etham Xin came with mum May 
Chong who said: "We came 
last year and had a wonderful 
time so we were really looking 
forward to this year." The 
origins of the fayre date 
back to the Middle Ages 
and arose from the 
selling of horn articles 
such as beakers. 


utensils, combs and buttons. 

It had a had a reputation 
for being the bawdiest in 
England - and the owners of the 
Charlton House pushed back 
the boundary wall to keep the 
revellers as far away from the 
home as possible - the reason 
the arch stands in the middle 
of the lawn today. The fayre 
was banned in 1 872 but the 
tradition was revived by local 
residents in 1973.

Ferry good fun!

THE Woolwich Ferry is more used 
to travelling across the Thames 
than sailing down it. 

But to mark its 50th year, the ferry 
brought back a tradition that had been 
forgotten for almost a decade, and took 
200 disadvantaged youngsters west to 
London Bridge. 

Children from care homes, hospices 
and schools climbed aboard the John 
Burns with their carers and parents on 
July 27. Assistant operations manager 
Paul Buckingham told GT: “We went up 
through Tower Bridge - which was opened 
up for us, and then to London Bridge, but 
the boat is too tall to pass under that one. 

“The kids loved it, they all had big 
smiles on their faces. We were worried the 
weather was going to scupper it, but we 
got away with that one.”

There was a disco on board, and a tuck 
shop and food for the four-hour voyage. 

“The boat gets up to six or seven knots, 
so we have to work our way through the 
other traffic,” said Paul, who was one of 10 
staff who work on the boats gave up their 
time for free. 

Many short-journey ferries are pulled 


by chains, but the Thames presents 
problems that means the Woolwich 
Ferry travels under its own steam. 

“Because of the strong tides our boats 
are motor driven,” the boatman said. 

Paul has worked the ferry for 26 years, 
after his granddad and his dad. His son 
is the fourth generation to be employed 
on the ferry. 

“There’s a lot of history here,” he said, 
“and lots of families who’ve worked on 

Jit.” 

^ Two ferries operate the free service 
from the John Wilson Street roundabout 
to Pier Road in Newham on the north 
bank. A third ferry remains in reserve for 
any breakdowns. They are all named after 
historic trade union leaders: John Burns, 
Ernest Bevin and James Newman. 

The free service runs from each side 
every 10 minutes, transporting 250 cars 
and lorries across the river every hour - 
more than 1700 every day.

WATERSPORTS charity AHOY has 
celebrated its 10th anniversary - 
after a hugely successful year for 
the team, writes Simon Banks. 

The centre in Deptford has been 
named charity of the year by 
insurance firm Agencyport, and 
chair of trustees, Clive Ongley was 
awarded an MBE. 

It has also witnessed a new buzz 
from youngsters keen to get on 
the water after last summer's 
Olympic Games. 

Trustee and senior instructor, 

Liz Chowienczyk told GT: "The 
work everyone has done here 
in the last few years has been 
phenomenal, we have really been 
able to provide the young people 
here with a unique experience 
that they have really enjoyed and 
learned from. 

The riverfront charity on 
Borthwick Street has helped 800 


unemployed youths get work in 
the last two years. It also works 
with youngsters with disabilities, 
teaching them water skills, and 
people skills. 

"We have young rowers and 
sailors who have described their 


time at AHOY as the best of their 
life and it really makes our work 
worthwhile," Liz said. 

The facility was able to expand 
its infrastructure with a new 
two-storey building for education, 
with a state of the art rowing gym 


and a computer room. The centre 
has also been able to develop its 
'Shipmate' scheme, encouraging 
enthusiastic and skilled young 
rowers and sailors to take their 
skills further and train to be 
instructors. 

AHOY saw over seven thousand 
sessions take place last year and 
an increase in the number of local 
school visits to the centre. More 
groups of young people have 
also taken part in a Channel row 
challenge from Dover to Calais. 
Twenty-four youngsters from 
the centre are in training for the 
event. The centre hopes to grow 
by 20 per cent and expand the 
building further and develop 
the employment scheme in the 
future.

Things are 
looking up 

THE late astronomer Sir Patrick Moore 
has had a photography award named in 
his honour. 

The Royal Observatory has announced 
the shortlist for its annual Astronomy 
Photographer of the Year competition, 
and has renamed the Best Newcomer 
gong in memory of the star-gazer who 
died in December last year. 

The presenter of the BBC's The Sky at 
Night had appeared as a judge for the 
global photography competition. 

Winners of the competition will be 
chosen on September 18, before going on 
display at the observatory in Greenwich 
Park from September 19. 

Entries this year include a waning 
crescent moon over Yosemite National 
Park, star formations in distant galaxies 
behind astral clouds of rose-coloured 
gas, and the supernatural glow of a cloud 
illuminating the Peak District in the dead 
of night. 

The Royal Observatory - now part of 
the trio of Royal Museums Greenwich - 
received more than 1,200 submissions 
from all over the globe into an online 
Flickr group (www.flickr.com/groups/ 
astrophoto). 

The competition's judges include space 
scientist and TV presenter Dr Maggie 
Aderin-Pocock, Editor of Sky at Night 
Magazine Chris Bramley and the Royal 
Observatory's public astronomer Dr Marek 
Kukula. The awards ceremony can be 
followed live on Twitter #astrophoto201 3.. 

Winners will be chosen in four categories, 
netting a £500 prize for each, with a £1 ,500 
reward for the overall winner. 

'Earth and Space' includes entries of 
landscapes and the night sky. 'Our Solar 
System' is for photos of the sun and its 
family of planets, moons and asteroids. 

The'Deep Space'category is for far off pics 
from galaxies beyond our solar system, 
and 'Young Astronomy Photographer of 
the Year' is for under 16s. The judges also 
award prizes in three special categories, 
including the Sir Patrick Moore Prize for 
Best Newcomer.

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Howard's way 
with a joke! 

RUSSELL HOWARD previewed material 
from his upcoming world tour as a secret 
guest at Greenwich's Up the Creek. 

It was the first time the Mock the Week 
comic had aired jokes from the Wonderbox 
arena tour, which begins in February and 
takes in four nights at the Albert Hall in 
April. 

Working from notes at the Creek Road 
venue on July 28, the stand-up's gags 
shot from a similar stadium-filling canon 
as Michael McIntyre, arguably the only 
comic in Britain who can command a larger 
audience. 

Comedy purists might have baulked at 
Howard's admittance that he had penned 
none of the material before announcing 
the tour in May, preferring, like McIntyre, 
to rely on an easy rapport with the crowd 
and observational, situation jokes rather 
than an overarching theme. 

If any thread were to be elicited from the 
try-out, it was a reliance on animals and 
fame. 

Most successful was a gag which married 
the two - a skit on walking the dog which 
ended with Howard cleaning up the 
pavement mess with the only thing he had 
in his pocket - a £1 0 note. 

But it was an impression of an African 
lion freezing at a Swedish zoo which stole 
the show, though it may be sanitised if his 
all-pleasing persona is to remain in tact. 

Whether the material is alternative 
or edgy enough won't worry the West 
Country comic's fan-base. He is an affable 
character, grounded and self-deprecating, 
particularly on the subject of his lazy eye. 

"I was a great footballer," he quipped, 
"because when I had the ball no-one knew 
which way I was going to go." 

Also on the Sunday Special bill was BBC 
comic Stephen K Amos, testing material 
for his upcoming Edinburgh Fringe 
appearance. Deriding the Beeb's selection 
process and Howard's astronomic rise (he 
has been signed up for an eighth series of 
BBC3's Russell Howard's Good News, and 
sold more than 300,000 tickets for the 
Right Here Right Now tour in 2011), Amos 
joked: "Because of the BBC's diversity 
policy, I have to wait for Lenny Henry to die 
before I get another series." 

The show was kicked off by poor man's 
Alan Partridge, John Robins - also trying 
out jokes before heading to Edinburgh. He 
was roundly outclassed by two comics at 
the top of their game, and was only saved 
by the taciturn Sunday night audience. 
Had this been a booze-lubricated Friday or 
a Saturday he would surely have been sent 
for an early bath. 

The comedy club - which helped launch 
the careers of Vic and Bob, Jo Brand and 
Jimmy Carr, is a favoured venue among 
big stars wishing to try out new material 
anonymously.

Green Flag for 
wildlife wetland

Greenwich Ecology Park won the 
accolade hard on the heels that 15 Green 
Flags have been awarded to the borough’s 
parks.

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During the day, he signed papers, shirts, 
footballs, gloves and even a handbag.

Footballers can be big-headed and 
spoilt, but Shilton, 63, was a friendly 
man who showed great humility. 

At last the sports awards came, and 
everyone received their prizes. Then it 
was time for Maradona’s arch enemy 
to make his speech - in front of 600 
engrossed people. His talk, of course 
centred around the ‘Hand of God’, when

England were knocked out of the 1986 
World Cup after the little Argentine beat 
Shilton to the ball and punched it into 
an open net - later claiming it was divine 
intervention. 

The veteran goalie spoke candidly 
and philosophically about the incident 
- and about playing the game fairly. It 
was an inspirational moment, and I will 
remember him not only for his amazing 
ability as a goalkeeper, but as a kind, 
friendly man willing to have a chat with 
ordinary students.

Charlton plan remembrance room and new disabled facilities 


CHARLTON Athletic have revealed 
plans to establish a memorial 
facility at The Valley, and to 
improve views for disabled fans. 

The remembrance room, earmarked 
for the space between the Bartram’s 
bar entrance and the main reception - 
would house a book of remembrance, 
a stone memorial to recognise those 
connected with the club who have been 
killed in action, and a plaque to honour 
past players. 

Plans for the space have been 
submitted to the council’s planning 
board, and a decision is expected before 


the end of the month. If the space gets 
the green light, supporters will be able 
pay a set fee of £30 for an entry to be put 
in the book of remembrance that will 
include the name of the deceased and the 
year of death. 

The room - approximately 12 ft by 10 
ft - would also contain a ‘quiet area’ for 
people who wish to pay respects. 

Supporters are being given the chance 
to submit entries until August 31 for 
those who have passed away on any 
date and in any year. 

Meanwhile, students from Greenwich 
University teamed up with Charlton 
Athletic Community Trust to come 


up with ideas to improve the disabled 
facilities in the south stand, and for a 
new area on Valley Grove. 

Senior university lecturer Christine 
Gausden said: “It gave our students 
the chance to test all the skills and 
competencies they have acquired to 
date including technical and legislative 
knowledge, site logistics, commercial 
awareness, costs and programming and 
presentation skills.” 

CAFC head of operations, Mick Everett 
added: “The quality of submissions was 
very high and the students have given 
us a range of innovative ideas that we 
will be pursuing with Royal Greenwich 


and the Thames Water Authority.” 

There are also plans to build a multi- 
use games area on the Valley Grove 
site. He said. “We have Premier League 
funding in place and to improve the 
car parking surface and layout but the 
ideas presented have made us re-think 
our original plans. 

“In terms of disabled seating there 
has been a problem for a long time with 
the current disabled seating layout in 
the south stand. Because the seating is 
sited in the middle of the stand disabled 
supporters views are obscured by away 
supporters standing up in front of 
them.”
